Washington, July 31.—Japan comes 
to the Washington conference assured 
that whatever her peace terms may be 
they will 
have the sympathetic 
ap­ 
proval of Great britain. 
Several sug­ 
gestions from Washington t»> London 
that 
the cause 
of peace 
would 
be 
served 
by an explanation 
to Japan 
from her ally favoring moderation in 
her demands upon 
Russia have not 
a \ ailed to change the British govern­ 
ment In its apparently unalterable de­ 
termination to stand by Japan however 
severe she makes 
her conditions of 
peace. -Nor has the 
British govern­ 
ment seen Its way clear to render as­ 
sistance to Washington in the efforts 
which this gin eminent is making to 
obtain an armistice. 
Advices reach­ 
ing here show that london is opposed 
to an armistice until Japan has been 
satisfied 
that 
Russia's 
plenipoten­ 
tiaries are prepared to do more than 
discuss means of ending the war; if 
Russia is ready to con dude peace and 
has 
so empowered 
her 
plenipoten­ 
tiaries. Great Britain, 
it is believed, 
might favor an armistice, but even in 
such event it is said she would not be 
willing to offer Japan advice on the 
subject. 
A- ’ nderstood in Washington. Lord 
I ansdowne's position 
is that as the 
lo y a l ally cf Japan. Great Britain can 
afford to take no step nor assume a n y 
attitude that would in the remotest de- 
gre•' redound 
to the 
advantage of 
Japan's enemy. 
However much I ./on­ 
ion may desire peace for humanitarian 
reasons, her loyalty to Japan, whose 
dec'.g. i ally she is, prevents her even 
n indirectly bringing pressure to 
afar beyond 
suggestions, 
advice or 
otherwise at Tokto, regarding liege­ 
man, us, 
the effect of which 
might 
rve to moderate Japan's peace con­ 
li? ions or hasten a truce. When Japan 
asks her ally for advice, the London 
government, it is said, is prepared im- 
mediarelv to give it. but this advice 
will be based on J ap a n ’s interest as a 
primary consideration. 


Share Desire for Peace. 
Nor is this attitude upon the part of 
the London gove rnment misinterpreted 
in London as indicating that its offi­ 
cials do not share iii the wish of the 
nounal powers for peace. 
Ii has been made plain that the ac­ 
tivity of the president 
has the full 
sympathy 
of the British 
people, al­ 
though their 
first thought, 
it is de­ 
clared, must 
be in the 
interest of 
their ally. 
At the same time the Lon­ 
don government in its exchanges with 
the American embassy iii London, has 
not hesitated to express the hope that 
Japan’s terms will not lie unreasonable, 
viewed in ihe light of the results of 
the war. 
Believing 
as 
official 
Washington 
cloes that Japan will not insist upon 
the 
dismantlement 
of 
Vladivostok 
should Russia fail to agree to it in re­ 
turn tor the neutralization of Port Ar­ 
thur, the cession of Sakhalin, which it 
is understood will be 
among the es­ 
sential 
conditions, will, the 
officials 
here believe, prove the most serious 
obstacle 
to peace in 
the far 
East. 
Sakhalin had not been captured when 
the president initiated his efforts to 
bring the belligerents together. 
The 
fact that up to that time Japan had not 
taken a foot of Russian territory sim­ 
plified in the opinion of Washington 
and Berlin 
the problem 
of bringing 
about peace negotiations. 
It is now 
understood from a source 
which, al­ 
though not official, is well informed, 
that Russia will vigorously oppose the 
cession of Sakhalin. 
W hether in the event of Japan’s in­ 
sistence on this as a condition prece­ 
dent to peace Russia will yield, is a 
matter of speculation so far as the 
officials here 
are concerned 
but in 
quarters 
friendly 
to Russia 
serious 
doubts 
are 
expressed 
whether 
M. 
Witte brings with him the authoriza­ 
tion 
to 
yield Russian 
territory 
or 
whether he will be willing to ask for 
sue Ii authority.

Invading Army of Japs Makes Things 
Lively on Sakhalin Island. 
Tokio, July 31.—The following re­ 
port has been received from the head­ 
quarters cf the imperial army: 
“Lur fc rec on the island of Sakha­ 
lin advanced 
on July 27 and 
hotly 
chased the enemy from early in the 
morning. 
Our vanguard occupied Del- 
bonskoe the same afternoon. 
While 
our cavalry entered Rykoff another de­ 
tachment was sent against the enemy 
r? Momiha and Ivovoskoe, dislodged 
the enemy’s force 
holding Vyderni- 
covsky and vicinity, and immediately 
commenced pursuit. 
The enemy hold­ 
ing the latter place 
consisted of in­ 
fantry with several guns. 
i j f r independent cavalry which en­ 
tered Rykoff, forty-five 
railes north­ 
east of Port Due, July 27, withdrew on 
finding order iii the city unfavorable 
to its occupation. 
Our army, intend­ 
ing to crush the enemy’s forces before 
they retreated ^rom the 
eminences 
\v est of Rykoff, cmnmenced to advance 
at 3 a. rn. of July 
2s. 
The van, to­ 
gether with an 
independent body of 
cavalry, advanced by forced marches, 
taking and dislodging the enemy hold­ 
ing the northern extremity of Rykoff 
and rushed into the town. 
Confused 
street fighting ensued, but the town 
was completely taken at 8:30 o’clock 
In the morning. 
“The enemy’s main strength, which 
opposed our right column, fled in dis­ 
order 
southward, 
taking the 
short 
route leading to Pareono. 
“On July 28 
a detachment which 
was sent south in pursuit of the enemy, 
met the enemy’s infantry, some 800 
strong, at a point six miles south of 
Rykoff and killed over 
200 and cap­ 
tured 500. 
“The enemy’s strength opposed to 
our right column was of some 3,000 In­ 
fantry and 
four guns and 
four ma­ 
chine guns, and that opposed to our 
left column some 2,000 infantry and 
four guns. 
“The enemy’s loss in trophies is un­ 
der investigation.”

i rns of China and Korea to Receive 
No Consideration. 
New York, July 31.—Despite the de­ 
mands made by China and Korea, it is 
( tiled that they will be left out of the 
questions that are to come up for ad­ 
justment in the peace conference of 
Japan and Russia. 
Official announce­ 
ment was made Sunday by Secretary 
Sato of the Japanese peace delegation 
that the claims submitted by the two 
countries would be ignored in the con­ 
vention at Portsmouth. 


Oyster Bay, July SI.—Secretary Wil­ 
son of the department of agriculture is 
expected at Sagamore Hill during the 
day. 
His visit will enable him and 
the president to discuss the situation 
in the department as it relates to the 
investigation 
now 
in progress. 
All 
rumors of the intention of Secretary 
Wilson to resign from the cabinet may 
be put 
aside as merely 
conjectural. 
The secretary has no present intention 
i i leaving the cabinet, and the presi­ 
dent 
knows 
of no reason 
why 
he 
should resign. 
The president, it may be said, re­ 
poses implicit confidence in Secretary 
Wilson and is thoroughly satisfied that 
he will solve the difficulties now pre­ 
sented to the entire satisfaction of the 
chief executive and of the country. It 
is 
probable 
that Secretary 
Wilson 
would have come to Oyster Bay before 
this had it not been for the unsettled 
condition 
in his department 
which 
rendered it practically impossible for 
bim 
to 
leave 
Washington. 
He 
is 
pressing: every phase of the investi­ 
gations now in progress and will de­ 
velop every 
fact which the 
country 
ought to know. 
That the president is 
confident that the secretary will purge 
the department of every scandal that 
may attach to it is evidenced by the 
fact that he is nut interfering with the 
matters before it.

July 31.— Sunday the 
work of sanitation, fumigation, oiling 
and screening went on just the same 
as on week days 
and will continue 
daily until the city has been thorough­ 
ly screened and made mosquito proof. 
The yellow fever 
record for Sunday 
shows little change from that of Sat­ 
urday except in the reduction of the 
number 
of 
deaths. 
The 
decreased 
number of new foci is also a source of 
encouragement. 
The following is the 
fever report for Sunday: 
New cases reported 
up to 6 p. rn. 
Sunday, 27; total cases to date, 283; 
deaths Sunday, 3; deaths to date, 57; 
new foci, 41; total foci, 415. 
A new complication was disclosed 
Sunday when Superintendent Curran 
of the New Orleans and N orthwestern 
railroad announced that two passen­ 
gers who had been 
retained the re­ 
quired length of time in the Slidell de­ 
tention c am p and 
sought admission 
into Mississippi had been turned back. 
If the Mississippi 
health authorities 
now refuse admission 
to holders of 
certificates of detention issued by the 
marine hospital service it will result 
in the governm ent abandoning those 
camps and then travelers will either 
have to stay here or go to points in 
the north and east and spend ten days 
before they can return to Mississippi.

Health Officials Not Dilatory. 


City Health Officer Kohnke, who is 
in immediate charge of the situation 
in the city and who has been subject­ 
ed 
to some 
criticism from 
various 
cources. Sunday gave out a statement 
which shows the authorities handled 
the infection as soon 
as it was dis­ 
covered. 
The statem ent says the first intim a­ 
tion of yellow fever in New Orleans 
was on July 13, when two physicians 
reported two cases of sickness which 
in their 
judgment resembled 
yellow 
fever, which cases were submitted to 
the president 
of the state 
board of 
health at his office 
in New Orleans. 
The city health officer at once acted 
upon the 
supposition that 
the cases 
were yellow fever and adopted m eas­ 
ures accordingly, employing the dis­ 
infecting methods used against yellow 
fever infection and 
instituting an in­ 
vestigation 
of the neighborhood 
in 
which the two cases reported had oc­ 
curred, which 
investigation showed 
that other cases had previously existed 
in the sam e 
neighborhood, the first 
case probably having begun some time 
in May among the Italian population, 
to whom 
the disease has 
practically' 
been confined up to date. 
Wholesale 
fumigation 
was adopted against 
the 
protests of many of the ignorant Ital­ 
ians and 
every known m eans 
was 
adopted 
to check 
the disease 
and 
obliterate it. 
Removal 
of frightened 
- T fa lia n s from the Infected quarters Is 
held to be the cause of the spread of 
the disease, 
which has not 
been as 
great as was at first feared and hope 
is entertained that the progress of the 
fever will be controlled by the strin­ 
gent measures now iii force. 
The fever is believed to have been 
brought to New Orleans from Central 
American ports by fruit trading ves­ 
sels. 
The impression that, 
the New Or­ 
leans authorities withheld information 
as to the existence of infection was oc- 
asioned because of the necessary de­ 
lay incident to the investigation, upon 
the result of which the official report 
is based.

William Paine was found dead in his 
bed on Saturday evening about5 o'clock 
at the home of his son, Jacob Paine, of 
East Brainerd, W’hera the old gentleman 
had made his home for some time. 
It is not known the exact hour of the 
dissolution, but it is supposed that he 
died some time between 3 and 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon. 
He had not been feel­ 
ing well for a day or two previous to 
Saturday and Saturday morning he was 
not down to breakfast. 
Nothing was 
thought of this for he often missed his 
meals, prefering rather to rest in his 
room. 
He failed to come down to din­ 
ner also and in the middle of the after­ 
noon Mrs. Jacob Paine went up stairs 
and tried his door, but thinking that 
tile old gentleman was asleep did not 
disturb him. 
About 3 o clock sounds 
as of someone walking upstairs were 
heard and it is thought that this was 
tho last time that the old gentleman got 
out of bed. 
When Mr. Paine came home from the 
shops about 5 o’clock he went up to his 
father’s room and was horrified to find 
that he was dead. A physician was 
summoned at once and it was found 
that heart trouble was the cause of 
death. 
It was thought best, however, to call 
the coroner, but it was decided that 
death was natural and no inquest was 
thought necessajy. 
Mr. Paine moved to this place in 1871 
and has been a resident here contin­ 
uously since. 
He was for a time after 
after his arrival here engaged in the 
contracting business and cleared the 
right of way from this city west as .far 
as F razee. After that he engaged in 
the real estate business in this city 
which he continued for years. He has 
been a notable character in Brainerd 
for years and he is as well known as any 
other old residenter here. 
Mr. Paine leaves besides a wife, three 
sons and two daughters. 
They are 
Jacob Paine, of this city, Fred Paine, of 
Minneapolis, and William 
Paine, of 
Gladstone, Mich., Mrs. Schontz, of Cor­ 
rectionville, la., and Miss Lillie Paine, 
of this city. 
The funeral services were held this 
afternoon from the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jacob Paine in Southeast Brainerd 
and interment was made in Evergreen 
cemetery. 
Fred Paine came up from 
Minneapolis to attend the funeral, but 
the other children from out of the city 
were not able to come.

On this train there was an en­ 
gine and twelve coaches tilled with 
people, and it is likely that nearly all 
the people would have been killed.

Tile “spoon" test bas been suggested 
as a .bons**b >1*1 test aud is cornin inly 
us(*d by analytical chem ists for distin­ 
guishing fr*>>h butter from renovated 
flutter <ir oleomargarine. 
A lump of 
butter tw o or three times th e size of a 
pea is places! in a large* spoon and 
It Is then heated over an alcohol burn­ 
er. lf more convenient, the spoon may 
be held above the chim ney o f on ordi­ 
nary kerosene lamp, or it m ay even be 
held over an ordinary illum inating gas 
burner, 
l f tie* sam ple In question be 
fresh butter It will boil quietly with 
the evolution of a large num ber of 
small 
bubbles 
throughout 
the 
mass 
which produce a large am ount of foam. 
Oleomargarine and process butter, on 
the other hand, sputter and crackle, 
m aking a noise* sim ilar to that heard 
when a green stick is placed in a tire. 
Another point of distinction is noted if 
a small portion of the sam ple is placed 
In a sm all bottle and set in a vessel of 
water sufficiently w arm to m elt the 
sample. 
T he sam ple is kept melted 
from half an hour to an hour, when it 
is exam ined. 
If renovated butter or 
oleomargarine, th** fat w ill be turbid, 
while if genuine, fresh butter the fat 
will alm ost certainly be entirely clear. 
To m anipulate w hat is k n ow n as the 
W aterhouse, or milk, test about two 
ounces *>f sw eet milk is placed in a 
wide mouthed bottle, which is set in 
a vessel of boiling w ater. 
W hen the 
milk is thoroughly heated a teaspoou- 
; fill of butter is added and the m ix­ 
ture stirred with a .splinter of wood 
j until the fat is melted. 
The bottle is 
I then placed in a dish of ice w ater and 
1 the stirring continued until 
the fat 
solidifies. 
Now, if the sam ple be but­ 
ter, either fresh or renovated, it will 
be solidified In a granular condition 
and distributed through the milk In 
small particles. 
If, on the other hand, 
the sam ple consists of oleomargarine 
it solidifies practically in one piece aud 
may be lifted by the stirrer from the 
milk. 
Many persons b elieve that the great 
mass of the fresh m eat sold on the 
market is preserved chem ically. 
This 
impression is entirely unfounded. The 
cold storage facilities of th** present 
day 
m ake 
the use of 
preservatives 
with fresh meat unnecessary, and the 
larger packing houses do not employ 
them. 
It s anetim es happens that local 
butchers sprinkle preservatives over 
a cut c f m eat iii order that they may 
keep it expos, d « n til** block or hang­ 
ing in ii show w indow as ail adver­ 
tisement. 
The use of chem ical pre­ 
servatives with fresh m eat Is confined 
to this practice alone. 
P reservatives 
are 
very 
com m only 
used with chopped m eats and sausages, 
especially fresh sausage. 
They are al­ 
w ays em ployed with canned \ ienna 
and F rankfurter sau sages Inclosed in 
casings w ith tin* ends tied. W here the 
ends are cut preservatives m ay be ab ­ 
sent. 
T he reason for this is that the 
tem perature required for the com plete 
sterilization of sa u sages 
will 
either 
burst or distort the skins when the 
ends are tied, w hereas sausages with 
cut ends afford an opportunity for the 
escape of the w ater and steam. 
W .tn 
m any 
varieties 
of sausages. 
ho!Ii i i'*' -Ii a n.I sm oked, and w ith chop* 
ped m eats of all descriptions, coloring 
matter is som etim es employed. This is 
done partly for the purpose of sa tisfy ­ 
ing an unnatural dem and for a high 
colored article and partly som etim es to 
conceal the graj ish color characteristic 
of old meat, which should not be used 
ut all. 
The 
preservatives 
employed 
with 
in* at products are boric acid, borax 
aud sulphites. 
To detect boric acid 
about a tablespoonful of the chopped 
meat is thor Highly macerated with a 
little w ater, pressed through a bag ami 
tw o 
or 
three 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
the 
liquid placed in a sauce dish w ith fif­ 
teen or tw en ty drops of strong hydro­ 
chloric acid for each table poonful. The 
liquid is then filtered through tilter p a ­ 
per aud a piece of tumeric paper dip­ 
ped Into it aud dried near a lamp or 
i stove, lf boric acid or borax w ere used 
for preserving th** sample the tum eric 
I paper should fie changed to a bright 
j cherry red color. 
If too milch hydro- 
’ ihloric acid has been employed a dirty 
i brownish red color is obtained, w hich 
J interferes with the color due to the 
presence of boric acid. Now. if a drop 
j of household ammonia bo added to tho 
colored tumeric paper and* it turns a 
dark green, almost black color, then 
I boric acid is present. 
If the reddish 
color, however, was caused by the use 
of 
too much hydrochloric acid, this 
i greeu color does not form. 
Tho corrosive nature of hydrochloric 
acid must not be lost sight of. It must

The 
white skin is suffering, and nature, 
aware, som ehow’, that a tau skin is 
sun proof, changes to tan the white.

Only the fact of the 
miracle rem ains.

j e c t s us follows in Ills report upon 
pint as a table delicacy, says a W ash ­ 
ington dispatch to th** K ansas City 
Lur: 
“It is generally agreed by those w ho 
speak from experience that th** kids of 
ill breeds of goats are a table d eli­ 
cacy. 
It Is true that am ong the great 
masses of the people of this country 
tiler** is a rem arkable and well ground­ 
ed prejudice against anything bearing 
the nam e of goat. 
“W ithin 
the 
environm ents 
of 
the 
larger c i t i e s are found m any kids, and 
t Is evident that only a few of them 
ever grow to m aturity. 
W hat becom es 
Df th** rest? 
Butchers and m eat d eal­ 
ers an sw er this question by sayin g 
that they are sold as lamb. 
No meat 
denier lins 
ever 
heard a com plaint 
against tin* quality of such lamb. 
“A considerable number of middle 
aged and old mongrel g 'fits are pur­ 
chased by tho packing bouses of the 
larger cities. 
They are purchased as 
goat, but are sold as 
mutton, 
and 
m any of those w ho so strenuously con­ 
demn goat have eaten it a score of 
times.” 
Mr. Thompson adds that the elderly 
goat Is not as g i l l as go •<! mutton, 
but that It Is not any worse than bad 
mutton. 
Ile insists that tin* prejudice 
against it would disappear if the pc >- 
pie would only m ake a test and eat 
goat as goat instead of as lamb. 
Ile 
Is not very hopeful, however, of such 
a 
result. 
Mr. Th unpson 
is George 
F ayette Thompson, editor of the bu­ 
reau of animal Industry. 
II** started 
upon his goat report with th** purpose 
of answ ering til** num erous inquiries 
which have reached th** bureau as to 
the possibility of creating a goat In­ 
dustry In th** United States.
